Itis superfluous to record that the painter 
of “ The Battle of Trafalgar,” of the “ Vic- 
tory being towed into Gibraltar with the 
body of Nelson on board,” of the “ Morn- 
i fter the Wreck,” of * The Abandoned,” 
y more such works, died in his sey- 
enty-fourth year, “Mr.” Stanfield. He was 
an Englishman. 


Those grand pictures will proclaim his 
powers while paint and canyas last. But 
the writer of these words had been his 
friend for thirty years; and when a week 
or two before his death he laid that once 
so skilful hand upon the writer's breast, and 
told him they would meet aguin, * but not 
here,” the thoughts of the latter turned 
for the time, so little to his noble genius, 
and so much to his noble natare ! 

He was the soul of franknoss, generosity, 
and simplicity. The most yenial, the most 
affectionate, the most loving, and the moat 
lovable of men. Success had never for au 
instant spoiled Lim, His interest in the 
Theatre a8 an Institution the best pictur- 
esqueness of which may be said to be 
wholly due to him—was faithful to the last. 
His belief in a play, his delight in one, the 
case with which it moved him to tears or 
to laughter, were most remarkable evi- 
dences of the heart he must have put into 
the old theatrical work, and of the 
thorough purpose and sincerity with which 
it must have been done, The writer was 
Very intimately associated with him in 
some amateur plays; and day after day 
there were the same ‘unquenchnble fresh- 
ness, enthusiasm, and impressibility in bim, 
though broken in health even then 
No artist could ever have stood by his 
art with a quieter dignity than he always 
did. Nothing would have induced him to 
lay it atthefeet of any buman creature.— 
To fawn or to tondy, orto do undeserved 
homage to any one, was an absolute im- 
possibility to him, and yet his character 
wasso nicely balanced that be was the last 
man in the world to be suspected of self- 
assertion, and his modesty was one of his 
most special qualities, 

He was a charitable, religious, gentle 
truly good man. A genuine man incapa- 
ble of pretence or concealment. He had 
been a sailor once, and all the best charac- 
teristics that are popularly attributed to 
sailors, being his, and being in him refined 
by the influence of nis art, formed a whole 
not likely to be often seen, There is no 
smile that the writer can recall, like his; 
no manner sn naturally coofiding and so 
cheerfully engaging, When the writer saw 
him for the last time on earth, the smile 
and the manner shone out once through 
the weaknees, still : the bright unchanging 
soul within the altered face and form.

quire,} I now come to the consideration of 
Lead, which, from the frequency of its ocour- 
rence and the profitable yleld of its orés ia 
the furnace, seems to me to occupy the next 
place in comparative importance among our 
minerals 

The form in which lead is commonly found 
is what is known as galena, a compound of 
lead with sulphur, but which often contains 
a portion of other metals also in combination 
with sulphur, or, as more properly expressed, 
in the shape of sulphides. The metals which 
galena is thus found to contain are antimony, 
iron, arsenic, copper, silver and sometimes a 
little gold. This ore can scarcely be mistaken 
for any other substance, being distinguished 
by its weight, which is nearly that of the 
metal itself; by its lead-like color, and by the 
ease with which it splits up intosma)l cubical 
blocks, keeping that distinctive form until re. 
duced to an almost impalpable powder, so 
that galena is perhaps the most easily recog- 
nizable of all the metallic ores, as mundic, or 
iron pyrites, sometimes assumes the color 
and much of the appearance of gold, and 
sometimes of silver, which galena never does. 

Besides this, its principal ore, lead is found 
in combination with tellamum, vanadium, 
oxygen, sulphuric, carbonic, phosphoric and 
molybdic acids; andit also forms distinctive 
compounds with antimony, arsenic, selenium 
and silver, but as these ores are scarcely to be 
considered as proper lead ores, 1 shall not 
describe them more particularly. 


Galena is easily reduced to the metallic 
state, simple heating in an iron pan with a 
few old nails or scraps of iron, and a mixture 
of potash and wheat or rye flour, about six 
parts of the latter to one of potash, In this 
Way one may come at a rough estimate of the 
quantity of metal in any galena he may meet 
with. If, however, the ore ls much mixed 
with quartz, lime, or carbonate or sul: 
phate of baryta (heavy spar) it must be treat- 
ed in a different manner, and an assay should 
be made by a practised assuyer, which course 
should also be adopted to ascertain what 
amount of silver is present 

Lead, in one shape or another, is found in 
almost every geological formation, from the 
gneiss of the Laurentian system, to the 
mountain limestone of the Coal measures, 
and Jo workable quantities in them all, It 
has this peculiarity, that where theore is too 
poor in lead to pay for working, it yields 
enough in gilver to make up the difference 
while the ore which isricher in lead gener- 
ally contains bat little silver, When com 
bined with antimony and arsenic in the pro 
portion of 10 to 80 per cent, it ceases to be 
an ore of lead, and is worked as a sllver ore, 
often containing 5 to10 per cent of silver, 
and in some cases as much as 20 per cent 


It Ja the opinion of many practical miners, 
who have worked in the Toad mines of other 
countrios, that that branch of mining indus 
try cannot be profitably carried on in this 
district; for they say that appearances indi 
cate that the upper part of the lodes have 
beon removed by tho force, whatever it may 
have been, which at some former epoch has 
ground down and carried away the supérior 
portion of the beds of rock in which the 
Veins occur, and that only the lower part of 
the lodes aro left. ‘This, they arguo, is ovi- 
t from the fact that the veins and pockots 
generally diminish as they are followed down 
wards, and ‘run out” at a comparatively 
little depth, And also from the quantity of 
galena which ia found in detached masses 
weattored over the surface, or included in the 
diluvian gravel, which is deposited widely 
throughout the district. Whether this opin 
jon is well or il-founded, time alone can de 
termine. In the meantime, I would suggest 
that this valaablé mineral should not be lost ; 
but that farmers and minora who find galena 
on thelr lots should collect It, as it comes in 
thelr way, and store it In some convenient 
place about thelr works or how ads, as 
there ju every likelihood that 
works will be ontablisked, where they will 
obtain a remunerative price for the same, and 
¥ can supply themaslves with 
lead for sporting or other purposes, by fol 
lowing the simple method of reduction which 
I have laid down in the foregoing lines

inability to. grant any license whatever. I 
observe in the Regie the names of four 
geatlemen, and perhaps thero may be others, 
tered as Licentiatos of the Toronto 
Rest of Medicine, who, upon the faith of 
the title of Licentiates, have publicly dubbed 
themselves Doctors of Medicine; but I am 
sore that in England a Licentiate of tho Royal 
College of Physicians, great asis tho honor 
attached to the title, would never assume or 
‘be allowed to assume, under tho British Med- 
ical Act, (of which ours is nearly a transcript) 
the title of M. D.—a title which pertains more 
ally to graduates of Universities. The 
Medical Act itself forbids this deception by 
inflicting a penalty upon any one falsely as- 
suming the title of M. D, or Surgeon; nel- 
ther can he assume the title of a Licentiate of 
any body unempowered to grant a license. 
‘Was it by the authority of the Conncil_ that 
the title of Licentiate was used in the Regis- 
ter? I can understand, for instance, the title 
of Licentiate of the Royal College of Physl- 
cians, under license ; but I cannot understand 
the propriety of the term Licentiate of the 
Toronto School of Medicine, which cannot 
grant any license, or anything importing 
what is meant by the term Licentiate. Sure- 
_ ly the appropriate mode of entry should be 
not “Licentiate of the Toronto School of Med- 
icine,” when no license to practice is produc- 
ed for Registry—but “By Certificate of the 
Toronto School of Medicin Equally im. 
is the term “Licentiate of the Medical 
i” which only granted a certificate up- 
on which the Governor's Provincial License 
issued. The term, therefore, would be “Pro 
vincial License.” 
_ Thirdly. With respect to the matricula- 
_tion examination. the provision made by the 
appointment of Dr. Walker as an examiner, 
might be suilicient if all the teaching bodies 
‘were obliged to comply ; but if the matricu- 
lation examination was extended to the Facul- 
ty of Arts in the several Universities, those 
teaching bodies affiliated to any University 
should submit to such matriculation examina- 
tion, or thelr pupils should ap, before 
the iner appointed by the Council.— 
Whenever the Electics and Homepathists 
may be brought under the standard for ma- 
triculation (which should certainly be insist- 
ed upon) the Examiner appointed by the 
Council would become efficient and useful. 
Fourthly. Whatever is necessarily con- 
nected with medical education is properly 
under the consideration of the Medical Coun- 
cll; and therefore the condition and efficiency 
of the public hospitals should be under their 
supervision, and, I conceive, they might pro- 
perly appoint somo of their members to visit 
‘and report thereon. 
Fifthly. Ican think of no other mode of 
dealing with the question of foreign graduates 
than for the Council to recognise only those 
clare and bodies which havea prelimina: 
. ation at the commencement of medl- 
_ cal study, and a curriculum corresponding to 
our own.

Many of them had been with him from 
their boyhood, for year after year, in these 
hazardous voyages, and all looked np to 
him os a father and a frien. They placed 
his body upon the bridge in a coffin made 
by the carpenter, The New Year commenc- 
ed without change in their prospects. The 
ship gradually drifted southward through 
the month of January, and on the 16th 
wasolf Cape Labrador, Only one cask of 
beef now remaining, the allowance was 
aguin reduced. The spare wood,cask staves, 
and some of the boats were burnt for fuel, 
and an oi! lamp was kept burning to mejt 
snow for water. Small stores were all gone, 
and still there was no hope of an early re 

lease, Theentriesin the loz-book recount 
the constant struggles of the crew with 
the ice, and their atlempts to keep the ship 
afloat. On one ortwo occasions a lean and 
hungry bear would come to Inok at the 
ship; but the whalers have an unfortunate 
prejudice against eating the flesh, which 
they consider poisonous, although it is real 

ly wholesome and nutritious fund. They 
do not appear to have killed or attempted 
to hurt the bears. A few snowy owls and 
ravens also visited the ship; but beyond 
these they do not seem to have met with 
any opportunity of getting any fresh food 
whatever. pass the time they told 
stories of their former adventures in the 
fisheries, illustrating the extraordinary dan 

gers they frequently undergo. During the 
month of February the ship made but lit- 
tle progress, being jammed in the open ot 
Frobisher Straits, The crew now began to’ 
get worse and worse from the effects of the 
short allowance of tood, and on the 14th, 
Forbes, a Shetlander, died. The day preyi 

ously he was working at the pumps (which 
he resolutely refused to quit, determining 
to do his duty to the last), when be sud- 
denly fell down, exclaiming, I can do ho 
more.’

Perils of the Diver. 
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OF THE AIR PIPE OF Is ARMOK 
| (Prom thu, Detroit Free Press.) 
| EB. B. Harrington, the renowned diver, 
Yesterday met with o terrible aceldent, 
which came very near proving fatal. He 
lind been engaged to ralse a small ras 


cannon, which was lately lost overboard 
from the Canadian gunboat Prince Alfred, 
about Gfty feet from the ferry dock at 
Windsor, in thirty-five feet of water. 
donned his armor about one o'clock, and 
in company with his assistants, proceeded 
fo the spot and begau operations, The 
first time he went down he was gone about 
a quarter of an hour, when hie signaled to 
be drawn to the surfuee, which was imme 
diately done, 

‘The second time Harrington descended, 
he was gone perliaps an! hour, bis course 
being easily traced’ by the bubbles on the 
surface, caused by the exhaustion of uir 
below. All at once n sudden report was 
heard, and almost immediately afterward 
a poll was felton the sigoulrope, The nen 
in the bout at once began hauling th for 
dear lifeand word passed among the crowd 
on shore that the uinpipe had bursted. — 
The effect of this aononncement was elec 
trical ; men rushed hither and thither, pale 
aod frightened, and a frantic rush was 
mude to the spot Where be was last seeu.— 
Alter what seemed an lour of terrible sus 
pense, Hurrington’s head appeared, and 
then his left hand, feebly waving back and 
forth, bit there were no other signs of life, 
Owing to the immense weight attached to 
his dress, it was fonod impossible to lift 
him into the yaw! boat, and he was held 
suspended in the water for nearly a minute, 
when the ferry boat Haser came alongside. 
Captain Jenkins at once jumped into the 
small boat, and adding his gigantic 
strength to that of the others, soon bad a 
rope passed under Harrington’sarms, when 
he was hauled up out of the water and 
placed on the lower deck of the Meex.— 
The liead-piece was instantly wrenchedd off, 
bot what an awful spectacle greeted those 
who looked upoo tbe sufferer. Blood was 
oozing from every part of his body from the 
waist up, and gushed from his eyes, ears and 
nostrils, while he was puffed and bloated 
beyond recognition, Both eyes were fright. 
fully swollen, and his neck looked as if le 
had been choked severely, while with every 
mnovement blood gushed from his throat, 
his body and face meanwhile rapidly torn- 
ing black. Capt. Jenkius stood with a 
huge shovel in his hund holding the crazy 
crowd at bay, and doing all within his 
power to keep them from rushing op board 
the boat to have a look at Harrington.— 
Steam was crowded on, and in au incred 
ibly short space of titne she was removed 
to the dock at the foot of Woodward av 
enue. Dr, Lewis was on the spot in a very 
few minutea, and several humane, geotle 
men went vigorously ut work fo restore 
circulation by rubbing him with brandy — 
His body and-head continued to swell, and, 
as the blood sldwly dripped at his feet, 
many turned away, sick and {ait at the 
ghastly sight. After a time he wes taken 
to his room at the Mansion House, placed 
in bed, aod cérefully attended until his wile 
should reach bim, which she did at 10:15 
in the evening. As soon as practicable he 
willbe removed to his home at Ypsilanti, 
where, by careful nursing, he may recover 
from the effects of yesterday's awful experi- 
ence, Our reporter conyersed with him at 
7 oelock last evening, at which time he 
was quite comfortable, with the exception 
of uslight difficilty in breathing, caused 
by the constant filling up of bis thront 
with coagulated blood” Harrington's own 
description of his sensation is that, while 
moving the gun towards the boat, he snd 
denly felt an immense presure arotnd the 
waist, which rendered him powerless, und 
almost started his eyes from their sockets 
He was perfectly conscious, however, and 
instantly jerked the signal rope; but the 
pressure Upon lim was so great, beailes 
bemg deprived of air, that before he liad 
reached the surface he had given np 
breathing, believing that he tust surely 
perish. The most singular thing of (he 
whole affair is the fact thit, although le 
ceased to breathe, he never for one instaut 
lost possession Of his faculues; indeed, he 
declares that lis senses’ were never more 
acute thun during the entire time he was 
tinder water, and even when laid npou the 
deck of the Mwex, be was painfully ulive 
to the slightest movement, It is certwinly 
a most wonderfuland providential esenpe 
trom a horrible death, and Mr, Harrington 
congratulates himselfupon the safe deliver 
ance trom the greatest peril of his adven 
turous life,

and as one ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure, no useless offices should be 
created, nor unnecessary officers and clerks 
employed ; but a strict economy in all Gov- 
ernment Departments should be the order of 
the day.

Sparling and Mitchell, the owners,and though 
not a judge of gold-bearing quartz, was 
atruck by the fine appearance of the quartz 
rock thrown from the mine.

Best Time to Cut Grass. 


In making hay it is important to consider 
that grasses and other bay-herbuge consist 
for the most part of sub perenpial species, 
many of which produce their seeds and then 
die ont, but not being allowed to seed, their 
root stalks will be perennial. It is, then, of 
great consequence that grass never be al- 
lowed to ripen, or indeed nearly ripen, seed 
before being cut for hay, because by so 
doing the aftermath is much injured on 
the one hand, while the resulting hay crop 
will be more woody and less nutritious on 
the other; and besides, the seeds become 
wasted, and if carried to the arable leave 
behind a colony ef what, there, are weeds.
